After being burned once, and abandoned once, the permanent trading post of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company became Fort Edmonton in 1821. 

In 1881, the first school was established — and ultimately became the McKay Avenue school. 
Edmonton was incorporated as a city in 1904, and in 1906 the first session of the legislature 
of the Province of Alberta was held in McKay Avenue school. 

The first University of Alberta classes were held in 1 908, in the Queen Alexandra school. 
Edmonton’s population has grown from 150 in 1887 to 148,860 in 1950.
